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RETURN OF ANASTASIADIS 


John Anastasiadis was one of the earliest Australian players to become a European soccer star. He left Heidelberg 
United after they were relegated 1987, to join notorious Greek club side, Paok Salonika. Despite being one of the best 
players in the league, he was constantly ignored when it came to Socceroo selection. This season Anastasiadis returned 
toan NSL, vastly different to the one he once new. He has surprised very few with his great skill and’speed and he has 
been one of the best players in SM's recent run of victories. 


PK: You were part of the Young Socceroo’s squad that played in the WYC in Chile, in 1987. Tell us a bit about that 
experience. 


JA: That was a great experience for me, it was good to be part of that squad. Unfortunately there were other things that 
didn't allow that squad to go on in the World Cup, it had lots of potential. I suppose we were unlucky as we were against 
the eventual winners, Yugoslavia, and Chile, the home side, playing in front of 85,000 Chileans is not exactly a bowl of 
roses, But in general it was a great lead up to the WC, getting to the WC was sensational and just being in the WC. I 
mean even though it was a youth WC, still it was a WC. Being amongst some players, who today are some of the best 
players in the world. I have some fantastic and great memories. 


PK: Before you left for Greece, Heidelberg United were relegated and consequently, what many fans mightn’t know, you 
were approached about joining SM. Tell us a bit about that situation and how close were you to joining the Lakesiders? 


JA: Well, at that time Heidelberg did get relegated, which for certain reasons I'd rather not say, I was pretty upset on a 
few things why they were related. They weren't helped in any way by anyone, but anyway that's a story long gone now. 
1 was approached by SM and also George Cross and also Preston, a lot of money was being dished out at that time, I'd 
rather not say how much and from which clubs. I was close to joining SM, no doubt about it. But also, I mean 
Heidelberg had to look at their own interest and I put them my first priority and if they wanted to keep me I would stay 
with them. They said they wanted me, even though when the time came to go to PAOK, they were very supportive. But 
at that time I decided to stay with Heidelberg and help them out as much as I could to get back to the first division. 


PK: How did you end up at Paok? 


JA: Well, my coach at Heidelberg was John Margaritis, he knew the president of PAOK at that time, Mr Dideoglou, And 
he told the president about me and they sent over a scout, Mr Stavros Zarafas, he came and saw mie in a couple of games 
here, he liked what he saw and as you know from then on is the story 1 joined up with PAOK, 


PK: Being so young and suddenly away from the luxuries of home, how difficult was it to settle in and did you ever feel 
like throwing in the towel and coming back to Melbourne? 


JA: Throwing in the towel, I felt like doing that for the first 5 years, every day, But Thad to say to myself, if I want to 
succeed and get better, I had to get use to the things that were happening there. And thank God I got use to it and it was 
a great experience there. 


PK: Many Paok supporters are proud of the fact that they are notorious all over the world. What can you tell us about 
these fans. 


JA: Yeah well, they can be proud of the fact that they are notorious and they are a great bunch of supporters, they're 
probably some of the best supporters in the world. But at the same time there are other supporters, the so called 
Hooligans, who destroy the team’s reputation around the world and especially in Europe. One game I remember, we 
were playing Paris St Germain, we were loosing 2-0 at half time. PSG had some sensational players at the time, George 
Weah, David Ginola and they were just unbeatable. 1 think they actually went on to win the UEFA Cup that year, But at 
the same time our supporters broke the fencing around the stadium, we came in at half time and the game didn’t continue 
and we got suspended for two years because of that. I suppose they're not the true PAOK supporters, because the real 
true PAOK supporters wouldn't do things like that to their team, because they are fanatical. But once they get behind 
their team, 1 mean Toumba, the home ground, becomes a frightening experience for every team that comes there. 


PK: How does Toumba (PAOK's home ground) compare with BJS on match days? 


JA: Like I just said, when you have 40,000 screaming PAOK supporters, it gives us, the PAOK players, an extra set of 
heels and we just float on air and players, even if they're having a bad game, can play better by them supporting you.

I mean it's the same here but on a lower level I suppose. Supporters were great here last Sunday and hopefully we can 
continue with that throughout the year. F . 


PK: What was it like being well recognised? Did you ever have any problems with any of the Paok or opposition 
supporters? 


JA: Being recognised, it was fun to be honest with you, I mean people say how did you take it. I had my private life, but 
it was also good to be recognised on the street. I had no problem with that, but J also took it in moderation, a lot of people 
could say you were somewhat of a big gun or whatever. But I was never a person like that, I was always down to earth and 
even if I was getting a bit high on the stool, I always had someone to bring me down, which was good. 


PK: Did you ever get to play in any of the UEFA competitions? 


JA: We just played inthe UEFA competitions, not aay Cup-Winners Cup or Champions League. We played some great 
teams, we played KV Mechelen, PSG, Napoli with Maradona, FC Tirol and Seville. So we played quite a few great 
teams. 


PK: Fora while, you and a couple of other Aussie boys were on fire, in the Greek first division. Despite this you were 
regularly snubbed by Eddie Thompson when it came to Socceroo selection time. How did this make you feel and what 
would you say to Eddie, given the opportunity? 


JA: To Eddie I wouldn't say nothing, to his informers I would say something. But I've said it over and over again it was 
disappointing we never got a look at, I mean a couple of players did get alook at, but that was just for the books and for 
the eyes of the people, not for anything else. Because at that time Louie Hristodoulou was probably one of the best 
defenders in Greece and he was having a sensational year and you can't tell me that he couldn't get a run in the national 
team, I would never believe that in a million years. Eddie Thompson obviously he had his ideas, his play, he had his 
people informing him about the Greek league, which they haven't got a clue because of what I know, what I've heard. If 
these informers are the people that they've told me about, I understand the fact now why we weren't in the Aussie squad. 


PK: Whilst you were away, your younger brother, Dean, made his own name in the NSL with SM. He has since moved 
on to Collingwood and Carlton. How is your relationship with Dean and what was it like growing up apart for many 
years? : 


JA: His my little brother and I missed him a lot when I was overseas, I was over there for 9 years. But I'm back here now 
and it's good to see his made a name for himself. He's getting better and better every year, he had a tough time here at SM, 
due to a rather unfortunate coach that was here. Also he had a tough time at Collingwood, but now he's getting a run and 
he doesn't have to prove anything to anyone, the results tell the score. His been great all year, I hope he continues and 
hopefully Carlton can get up there in the finals. It will be a great showdown if we have a Carlton, SM final. 


PK: A few weeks ago you played against Dean in a heated battle at Optus Oval, consequently you became the first player 
to score a goal against his own brother in the NSL. Tell us a bit about the experience, especially the week leading up to the 
game and about that goal. 


JA: The goal was a chance that Con Boutsianis did a great movement on the left hand side and the cross and I was by 
myself and obviously anyone in my position would of scored , it doesn't matter who is the keeper. I was disappointed in 
the way with the lead up to the game, because it was a game between SM and Carlton it wasn't a game between John and 
Dean. Because it does put pressure on you. 


PK: From your own experience, how does the Greek first division compare with the NSL? And have you noticed a 
difference in the standard of the NSL, from when you first played? 


JA: Well, the difference between the NSL and the Greek first division is that big obvious reason, is the professionalism. 
I mean they're not professional yet in Australia, once they get professional, they would be up there with the rest of the 
world to be honest with you. They've got some great talent here and they should make it professional, they should get 
more sponsors in, promote the game more and the game will head off. The Greek league is fantastic, it compares with a 
lot of leagues in the European competition. I mean you can't compare many leagues to the English, Italian or Spanish 
leagues, they're just out of this world. You've got some other leagues like the Dutch, the French and Belgium leagues and 
so on, which the Greek league is on the same wavelength as. The Greek league has nothing to be afraid of from that point 
of view. But with comparison to the NSL, Australia has nothing to be jealous of with comparison to the rest of the world. 
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1966 - Nestorides, riots and another State Championship 


Con Nestorides was one of the greatest centre-forwards Greece had ever produced. He played with great 
distinction for AEK and for the Greek national team during the period after the WW2. He joined South 
Melbourne in 1966 at the age of 37 and the crowds doubled immediately. He also scored 21-goals. With 
Nestorides captain-coach and with David Kelly and Victorian rep David High joining from Slavia, South 
Melbourne again won the championship, finishing two points clear of Slavia, with Melbourne and Hakoah 
finishing In third and fourth respectively. Later in the year, David Gorrie arrived from England and became 
a consistent goal scorer for South Melbourne. 


Regular Hellas team was: Service, Litopoulos, Mantrakes, Anderson, Roussis, Bedford, Pyrgolios, 
Kambouropoulos, Nestorides, Ackerley, Damianakos. 


As Victorian Champion, South Melbourne again took part in the post-season Australia Cup. Howver. there 
was to be little joy in this competition for South Melbourne was thrown out ignominiously following a riot by * 
their supporters, which forced the abandonment of their Semi Final against Hakoah (Sydney).

it took only 19 minutes of Brisbane's opening game of the season against South 
Melbourne for the Strikers post-Grand Final euphoria to disappear. Goran Lozanovski's 
wonderful 30 yard left foot shot into the top corner proved that the Strikers would need 
to battle hard to emulate their efforts of 1996/97. Their 2-0 Grand Final win over Sydney 
United on May 28 1997 at Suncorp, in front of an Australian record crowd for a Club 
game of 40,146, was one of the most memorable days in Australian soccer history. 
The game captured the imagination of the Queensland sporting public, who travelled 
to the game in droves from all over the state. With Suncorp filled to bursting point and 
thousands locked out, goals by Farina and Brown delivered to Queensland its first 
NSL Championship. The season was also Frank Farina's debut as a Coach. Capped 
67 times by Australia, Farina played for Canberra, Sydney City and Marconi before 
moving to Belgium's Club Brugge, in 1988. He helped Club Brugge to win the Cham- 
pionship in 1989/90 and finished as the league's top scorer, with 24 goals. Farina 
joined Italy's Bari in 1991, before moving to France in 1992. After spells at Strasbourg 
and Lille, he returned to Australia and scored 19 goals in 1995/96, to take the Strikers 
into the Final for the first time. 


The Strikers made several changes to their squad for 1997/98. South Melbourne's 
1991 Championship player Danny Wright, and Gary Phillips retired, whilst Alan Hunter 
(Carlton) and Chris Slater left the Club. Kiwi International Chris Zoricich returned to the 
Club and defender Stephen Laybuitt joined from Wollongong City. 29 year old Gary 
Blackford joined the Strikers from England's Slough Town. The Club's biggest ‘cap- 
ture' was Marconi's Andy Harper. The veteran of more than 230 games had been 
linked with Perth Glory and UTS Olympic, however after a six week stint in China, 
signed a two year contract with Brisbane on his return. 


Brisbane and South Melbourne met in round 1 at Suncorp. Paul Trimboli returned to 
Australia after being on Soccerroo duty in Tunisia and despite his obvious jetlag, played 
the entire 90 minutes. Goran Lozanovski scored South Melbourne's opener after 19 
minutes but twisted his knee before half time and missed the next six games. The 
Strikers had several chances to equalize but Bill Damianos outpaced Craig Williams 
to a Coveny through-ball before beating Clint Belton. Nick Orlic sealed the 3-0 win by 
shooting home after a Damianos corner had not been cleared. 


A 1-0 win over Wollongong ion round 2 suggested that the Strikers were back in form 
but they then proceeded to lose their next six matches, including home defeats to 
Perth Glory, Carlton and Melbourne Knights. After round 8, the Strikers were last and 
had lost their first four home games, compared to their 1996/97 record where they won 
11 of their 15 home games. Their poor scoring record, four goals in 8 games, was 
compounded by injuries and a lack of confidence and sharpness. Chris Zovicich missed 
several games after tearing a medial ligament in training and Wayne Knipe, Troy and 
Sean Cranney, Clint Bolton, Nick Meredith, Chay Hews and Andy Brayshaw have 
been injured at various times during the season. The most costly injury has been to 
Kasey Wehrman who sustained a broken ankle prior to the World Youth 
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Championship finals in Malaysia. After several games for the Queensland Acad- 
emy, he returned as a 68th minute substitute against the Sharks. The Strikers 
losing streak was broken with a 2-1 win over the Breakers in round 9 and led toa 
run of three wins in five matches. The 2-0 win over Adelaide Sharks in round 12 
was memorable for Rod Brown breaking John Kosmina's NSL goalscoring record 
of 133. The 33 year old, whose NSL career started in 1983, equalled the record 
against UTS Olympic, and his 72nd minute penalty against the Sharks allowed 
him to claim the record outright.

In recent yeras we've witnessed the inevitable end-of-season bunfight as Soccer Australia 
decide the make-up of the following season's Ericsson Cup. Who could ever forget the 
prolonged brawl over the exclusion of heidelberg, Parramatta et al? Or the remarkable ‘logos 
dispute’? But in 1997/98, the bunfight will start early. Over the next month or two, Soccer 
Australia will assess a number of applications and whilst the smart money is on only one of 
the many applications being accepted, many nervous administrators will be overdosing on 
caffeine and/or cigarettes as ‘Judgement Day’ draws closer. 


So who wants to join? 


The big news out of Sydney is the formation of the Northern Spirit consortium, led by Remo 
Nogarotto (a long term rival of Marconi's Tony Labbozzetta) who claims the area north of 
Sydney Harbour is ripe for inclusion in the National competition and Northern Spirit have the 
potential to ‘Do a Perth Glory’. A solid youth development structure fs virtually in place and 
with names like Graham Arnold, Robbie Slater and even Aurelio Vidmar linked with the new 
venture, it would seem the team may well be set to attract crowds the likes of which Sydney 
hasn't seen for a decade or more. Like Carlton, Northwern Spirit would have a start-up 
budget of $2 million, something most other Ericsson Cup Clubs can only dream about. 


The other most likely application comes from across the Tasman, where a consortium in 
Aucland has figured it is time to drag New Zealand soccer out of the doldrums. The inclusion 
of a team from NZ is far more controversial of course, but the economic reality of consis- 
tently small crowds will sooner or later force Soccer Australia's hand. For years, the 
traditional NSL Clubs denied entry to a WA team, and while the likes of Tony Labbozzetta 
are Still to be convinced of expanding the League beyond the traditional boundaries, 
expansion 1S inevitable. Who is to say that by 2004, the National League won't include Clubs 
from Singapore, Malaysia, New Zealand and even Darwin? 


So who is at risk then? 


Quite simply, everybody! Whilst Clubs with long and proud records in the National League 
continue to enjoy a dominant role in proceedings, their presence in the Ericsson Cup is likely 
to remain secure. But as UTS Olympic, Melbourne Knights, Adelaide Sharks and even 
Marconi have proven, no-one stays in the top six forever, and one bad season can be 
enough for the vultures to start hovering. The inclusion of Northern Spirit would place huge 
pressure on the Sydney Clubs, with popular opinion suggesting four Clubs in the NSW 
capital is at least one too many., 


Then of course there is the matter of Victoria, with four Clubs (three in Melbourne) competing 
for the non-aligned (or floating) fans. With attendances at ALL Clubs often below 5,000, any 
accountant will tell you that none of those Clubs would last long in a FULLY professional 
National League. 


So as this season's Ericsson Cup heads towards the business end of the season and the 
weather turns cooler, the temperature around some Clubs is bound to reach boiling point!
